Along Long Arc

Pitching aerial assault upon the 
Moluccas and nearby islands to a 
new intensity, Allied planes de- 
livéred the heaviest bombing at- 
tacks yet made upon Halmahera 
and Boeroe Islands, headquarters 
announced today. 

In other attacks upon the en- 
emy’s dwindling shipping lines, 
nine Japanese vessels were sunk 
er badly damaged, and 10 barges 
probably destroyed. The raids 

over a wide area from the 
Dutch East Indies to the Philip- 
pines. 

The Navy announced last night 
that the Japanese lost 14,067 dea 
on Guam, and 25,144 on Saipan.

This fact has been made known‘ 
by local Red Cross officials, who. 
said the whole blood is needed in 
unusual cases, although the main 
reason for sending such quanti- 
ties is ause of the plasma 
shortage. 

The whole blood is being ship- 
ped only from Washington and 
New York, and local Red Cross of- 
ficials said no plans are ‘under 


er areas. 

Army medical officers in the 
European theater point out that 
vast quantities of plasma are 
used right in the field, even while 
under fire. These officers get all 
the plasma they want, but when 
the patient is moved back to hos- 
pitals, he is frequently in need of 
more plasma. It is in these hos- 
pitals that the plasma shortage is 
most’ felt, and it is for these pa- 
tients that the whole blood is be- 
ing used. 

While thousands of pints of 
plasma are sent each week from 
the United States to all theaters 
of war, whole blood is being sent 
only to Europe. Army medical of- 
ficials, while confining whole 
blood collection to New York and 
Washington, said that it might be- 
come necessary later to extend the 
collection to other sections of the 
country. 

They pointed out that, recent de- 
velopments in the preservation 
and transportation of blood made 
it quite possible to ship whole 
blood from this country. Hereto- 
fore, whole blood used *has been 
obtained from soldier donors in

Medical officials of the Army 
and Navy have highly praised the 
results obtained from plasma, de- 
claring it is largely responsible for 
saving the lives of 97 out of every 
100 men who are wounded..

Allies Freighted Maquis Arms

The Atlanta Chamber of Com-! 
merce reports that a total of 78/ 
new establishments and federal 
agencies have been added to At- 
lanta’s list of employers since 
January 1, 1944.

Two of four prisoners who es- 


caped from Tattnall prison Sat- 
urday night were captured, eight 
or 10 miles away, early yester- 
day. The other two escapees re- 
mained at large. 

Investigation of the matter by

Acknowledging Saturday’s es- 
capes and Harvey’s thwarted ef- 
fort to get away, Francis Ham- 
mack, Director of the State De- 
partment of Corrections, mean- 
while denied categorically that 
there was any truth to rumors, ap- 
parently prevalent in both Reids- 
ville and Lyons, of rioting at the 
prison yesterday. One man, ac- 
cording. to reports, had been 
badly cut in a melee on the pris- 
on’s fourth floor. 

“No report has been made to 
the Department of Corrections of 
any scrapes at the prison,” Ham- 
mack told The Constitution. “I 
have implicit confidence in War- 
den Aderhoki and know that had 


Tsuch occurred he would have im- 


mediately reported to me.” 

Hammack called The Constitu- 
tion later to say that he had con- 
ferred with Aderhold by long dis- 
tance and that “there is nothing at 
all to the rumored trouble.”

“THE FUEHRER ORDERED IT”’— 


So Nazi Army Is Dying Slowly 
In Fitful, Hopeless Resistance

WITH FIRST CANADIAN 
ARMY FORCES, FALAISE AREA, 
Aug. 17—(By Wireless)—(De- 
layed.)}—The death rattle of an 
army is a strarige and eerie thing. 
It lacks the clamor and excite- 
ment of battle and yet it has the 
full complement of the ugliness of 
war. It is, on the whole, a quiet 
death, made painful at infrequent 
intervals by a flare-up of delirious 
resistance, reminding one of a 
feverish patient, who, lying inert 
and helpless, employs his fleeting 
moments of consciousness in a fit- 
ful struggle against the inevitable. 
Hitler’s seventh army is dying 
slowly on these Norman fields. 
As though on a rack it is held in 
a band of steel the. Allies have 
thrown from southeast Falaise 
around to northeast Argentan, 
and its muscles are cracking one 
by one under the desperate stroin. 
Its struggles are becoming few- 
er and more confused. , 
Today I watched this ruthless 
pageantry of death for a once- 
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powerful army and I began to 
appreciate what must have trans- 
pired amid the ruins of Stalingrad 
when the sixth army of Mar- 
shal Von Paulus died stubbornly 
in the snow. It is ugly enough 
in the sunshine on Normandy’s 
gracious countryside. 

It was quite as I drove along a 
country lane on the right flank 
of our advance through Falaise. 
Not a cannon sounded. Only the 
infrequent ping of a rifle reveal- 
ed where snipers were being 
hunted. Our fighter planes raced 
overhead, then swooped over the 
gap like great buzzards looking 
for signs of movement in the 
dying army below. It was diffi- 
cult to realize that before. us the 
German army lay helpless. 


Not all of the German seventh 
army lay there waiting for death. 
Some of it is already dead. Just 
west of Falaise, near Ussy, Il 
passed three fields crowded with 
rows of German crosses. Each 
bore a swastika symbol and the 
dominating scene was a massive 
wooden cross upon which was 
inscribed, “The Fuehrer’s Order 
We Will Obey.” On roadsides 
leading tlose to Falaise were more 
German bodies, as yet lying where 
they fell and our. burial parties 
wandered moodily over fields 
looking for a proper place to es- 
tablish a cemetery. 


Then the road stopped, suddenly 
and unnaturally. Beyond was 
chaos wrought by our heavy bomb- 
ers, and not even a jeep could 
pass. We walked a little way 
through it. Everywhere around 
lay the litter of an army’s death— 
the steering wheel of a car, a tur- 
ret from a tank, shredded cloth 
of a Nazi’s uniform—nothing but 
evidence; all the rest, flesh and 
steel, had been smashed beyond 
recognition.

In the area of .Ver- 
sailles, western gate of Paris, and 
along a new Allied front of 20 
miles southeast of the capital, the 
resistance was negligible, under- 
scoring Montgomery’s message to 
his troops yesterday that their vic- 
tory in northern France was “def- 
inite, complete and decisive.” 

The arrival of Gen. Charles: de 
Gaulle at Cherbourg inditated 
that the fall of Paris itself could 
not be long delayed. 

“There will.be many surprises 
in store for the fleeing remnants,”

Germans Hurled to Bug 


By 9-Mile Breakthrough 


LONDON, Tuesday, Aug. 22.—(#)—Russian troops 


yesterday 


hurled the Germans back onto the Bug river northeast of Warsaw in 
a nine-mile plunge through shattered Axis defenses guarding the Pol- 
ish capital, while other Soviet forces lost ground near the Gulf of 
Riga and Berlin declared that land contact had been re-established 
with two Nazi Baltic armies stranded in Latvia and Estonia. 


Simultaneously, Berlin said that 
the long-quiet Romanian front 
again was in action with the Rus- 
sian hurling 150,000 men against 
their lines near Iasi and Tighina. 
The Russians gained one mile in 
these attacks aimed at “crushing 
the whole of our Dnester river po- 
sitions,” Berlin said. 

Marshal Konstantin K. Rokos- 
sovsky’s first White Russian spied 
shat- 
tered a 30-mile Axis defense line 
based on the Bialystok-Warsaw 
railway, and plunged on to within 
two miles of the Bug river, cap- 
turing 50 localities. 

BREAK NEAR WARSAW 

The Russian breakthrough was 
between Tluszcz, 16 miles north- 
east, of Warsaw, and Prostyn 46 
miles northeast of the capital and 
at a point where the Bug turns 
westward to flow into the Vistula 
north of Warsaw. Sweeping past 
these two captured rail stations 
the Red Army also seized Trojany 
and Zazdrosc, 18 and 22 miles, re- 
spectively,.northeast of Warsaw 
and only two and three miles from 
the Bug. 

Filling out this Bug river bend, 
the Russians will have secured a 
natural flank protection for their 
wueeling movement westward 
along its banks toward the Vis- 
tula, 

A midnight communique said 
the Germans fought furiously as 
they were pressed steadily back 
toward the Bug, 1,000 of them 
being killed in one area. , 

In Latvia the Russians admitted 
a reverse with the abandonment 
of Tukums, 33 miles east of Riga, 
after heavy German counterat- 
tacks. This is in the corridor 
which Gen. Ivan Bagramian’s First 
Baltic Army had established from 
Lithuania. north to the Gulf of 
Riga, hemming in possibly 200,000 
Germans, 

Berlin said that the recapture 
of Tukums, eight miles inland 
from the gulf, had brought about 
a “temporarily lost contact” with 
ti.2 stranded Germans to the east 
and northeast, but Moscow did not 
confirm this assertion. 

In eastern Latvia and adjoining 
Estonia two other powerful Soviet 


armies were striking westward to- 
ward Riga and northward through 
Estonia toward the Baltic Sea, 
chopping up the German forces 
which Berlin is trying to rescue. 

Gen. Ivan Maslennikov’s Third 
Baltic Army yesterday captured 30 
localities, including Kambja, only 
nine miles south of Tartu, big Es- 
tonian midland city ‘west of Lake 
Peipus, and also Ennu, 10 miles 
southeast of Kambja and less than 
four miles from the Tallinn-Riga 
railway—the main communica- 
tions artery connecting the Ger- 
man Baltic armies. 

4 DESTROYERS SUNK 

Advancing on Riga from the 
east Gen. Andrei I. Yeremenko’s 
Second Baltic Army seized Gostini, 
only one mile from Plavinas rail 
junction, and 65 miles southeast of 
Riga.

After years of research scientists have 
found a way to keep blood so that it may be shipped to the 
battle fronts.

U-Boat Ports 


Although Brest and several other Breton ports are still in 
German hands, it can be only a matter of days until they are, 
like St. Malo, forced to capitulate. 

One of the most important advantages to the Allies by the 
occupation of Brittany is that three of the most, important 
U-boat bases on the French ‘coast are located there—Brest, St. 
Nazaire and Lorient. It is reported that, of eight U-boat fiotillas 
the Germans operated from French ports, six were based in these 
three Breton harbors. There are two more ports equipped as 
U-boat bases on the French Atlantic coast. They are Bordeaux 
and La Pallice. Even zranting that the underwater vessels 
escape from the Breton ports, there is not sufficient docking 
capacity or other equipment for them all at Bordeaux and La 
Pallice. 

Thus, by taking Brittany, the U-boat menacé has been 80 
badly scotched as to be almost eliminated. True, long-range sub- 
marines may operate, for a. little while, from the Baltic ports, 
but the chief menace has been from Brest, Lorient and St. 
Nazaire, a menace now removed.

Tom Treanor 
Is Dead in France 


I was going through the early Associated 
Press copy and saw where Tom Treanor had 
been killed in France. Not since Eddie Neil was 
killed in Spain six years ago had I felt so keenly 
a newspa loss. 

A little more than three years ago I was one of a small group 
which traveled together by airplane for two weeks. We went to the 
great industrial plants of the nation which were then being con- 
verted to war. Some of them were new, so new they had pro- 
duced nothing at all. At one of the tank arsenals all they could 
show us was the first experimental tank. At still other places the 
goods of war were coming off in the steady stream which was to 
become typical of the war might of this country. 

One of the group was Tom Treanor, of the Los Angeles Times. 
He was tall, genial, and very much alive. Everything interested 
him. He had something in him that made very few things, if any, 
seem commonplace to him. 

He liked excitement. I recall one night we left late by plane 
with Norfolk our destination. We encountered a terrific storm in 
which we were tossed and flung about with considerable violence, 
while lightning flashed about us and the metal cover of the plane 
drummed with lashing rain. 

When we reached Norfolk we had left the most of it. behind, 
but it still was raining, and to complicate matters the airport at- 
tendants had locked up and gone home. Our special plane was un- 
reported to them. So there we were, droning around in the dark- 
ness. Newspapermen out to meet us took down a door and man- 
aged to turn on the lights. So we got down. ; 

I was sitting next to Tom Treanor and he was scared like the 
rest of us, but excited as if by a stiff drink. 

When the war 


“ONE DAMN THING AFTER ANOTHER” 
came he went. 


I heard from him last winter. In March he had literally hitch- 
hiked his way through Egypt, the Mediterranean, India, Burma, 
China, North Africa and Italy. 

All he had was a passport and that genial, easy-to-get-along- 
with manner. He had no Public Relations aid. Indeed, he got 
along much better without priority, much to the irritation of Public 
Relations. ’ 

He was at the crashing, decisive battle of ,El Alamein, the turn- 
ing point of the war in North Africa. Some New Zealanders gave 
him a ride. He got well into thé Middle East theater before Public 
Relations found him and had him thrown out. He went on the first 
bombing raid to Rome by looking wistful. ; 

The correspondents, with their priorities, worried him some. He 
finally was assigned, by a desperate Public Relations, priority 
No. 140 among 140 correspondents in Algiers. He didn’t oR priori- 
ties. He just looked wistful and got along. 

The Army wouldn’t let him go to Italy. His priority wasn’t 
high enough. So he went with the air force. 

He wound up with the 34th Division when the first big push for 
Cassino began. He had priority 140 but he was the only news- 
paperman there. Public Relations hadn’t as yet been able to get 
permission for any newspaperman:to be there. His story of that fight 
is one of the finest stories ever written. 

One day, on a captured hilltop in Sicily, Tom hired a captured 
German prisoner to dig a slit trench for him. Tom directed. him 
hurriedly and they shared the trench. The shells came closer and 
closer and it looked as if the German counterattack might succeed. 
Tom promptly offered the German a cigaret and a candy bar. A 
watching GI yelled from a neighboring trench: 

“You’d better be good to him. You may ‘be digging his trench 
tomorrow!” 

.“Nothing,” Treanor wrote, “was closer to my mind.” /. 

Just a few days ago his book came out, “One Damn Thing After 
Another.” I think you will find it as-good as Ernie Pyle. He had 
done a lot of chores, including being editor of the woman’s section 
of the Times, taking that job when the pages lost some of their 
readability. He was just mailing his stuff back to the Times, but 
most of 7 was worth more than the stuff on which expensive tolls 
were paid. 


AT EL ALAMEIN His book is not merely a telling of stories 

of battle, of hitchhiking to war. There is 
much of real beauty when he simply hauls off and writes. For 
example: 

“Such gorgeous autumn days you have never known. Each 
budded like a flower. There is literally nothing like the delicacy 
of a desert morning in the midst of war’s violence, when the sun 
rises with startling rapidity, touching one rocky hillock after another 
with fragile pink . .. and suddenly the light reaches the Mediter- 
ranean, which goes instantaneously from dull slate to pale blue of 
purest luminosity. . 7 The soldiers, going to breakfast, threw fan- 
tastically long skinny shadows, which rippled across the rocky pink 
ground like purple streamers in a wind.” 

The man who wrote that is dead, killed in a crash with a tank 
along the road to Paris. It is more of a tragedy that one who could 
really write is dead in so pitiful a crash. Maybe that is why he 
always was so very much alive.

How He Won Honors 


It was in a ward in a great Army hospital. 

The boy on the bed was destined to go through 

life, from now on, with two artificial legs. He 

was, others in the ward declared, the happiest, 
guy among them all. 

He wore, on his uniform blouse, a couple of interesting service 
ribbons and a couple of decorations. He was asked to tell how he 
got them. 

“Well,” he said, “I got that for having a low draft number.” 
That was the ribbon for Army service before Pearl Harbor. 
“I got that,” he said, pointing to another ribbon, “becauge some 

guy in authority ordered me to go a helluva long way from home. 

It was no fault of mine.” 

The second ribbon was for the North African campaign. 

“I got that,” he went on, pointing to the Purple Heart, “be- 
cause I didn’t duck quick enough.” 

The final decoration was the Silver Star for unusual gallantry 
in action.

THE NEWS OF D-DAY There was another fellow, further up 


the ward. 

“We were coming across the Pacific on a casualty transport 
plane,” he said. “Seven or eight of us, all stretcher cases. There 
was one kid who'd lost a leg who talked too much. Asked too 
many questions. And he got to be quite thoroughly disliked by 
all the rest of us. You know how it is. A gabby kid who shoots 
off his mouth too much? You can pretty nearly hate someone 
like that. 

“Then the co-pilot comes back from the pilot’s cabin, all ex- 
cited. 
“ ‘Say,’ he says, ‘we just heard it on the radio. Our fellows are 
landing in France. On the beaches of Normandy.’ 

“There was silence in that plane for a few seconds. Then the 
too-gabby ki€ spoke up: . 

“‘Gee,’ he said, ‘I wish I was with ’em.’ 

“With that one sincere, spontaneous remark, he rubbed out all 
the bad impression he’d made and climbed right back into all our 
good graces. You see, a little while before, he’d been blabbing 
away about how lucky we were to be out of the war, no matter 
how setfious our wounds might be. But he spoke from the heart 
when he wished to be in Normandy. And we all understood how 
he felt.” 


. BEWARE “NORMALCY” BOYS The bull session at one end

to the topic of “What are we fighting for?” and “What sort of a 
world will come after the war?” 

“Most all the fellows I’ve met know pretty well what this war 
is all about,” said one. ‘““You can’t say of either Americans, British, 
French, Canadians that, the most of them, they don’t know why 
they’re fighting.

They just don’t like guys who get too 
ambitious and try to get rich by killing a lot of innocent bystand- 
ers. We don’t like gangster nations any more than we like indi- 
vidual gangster hopheads.” .

“You’re right, and you’re wrong,” was the retort. “Sure we’re 
fighting for the reactionary side if to be reactionary means to 
champion the basic, decent things like honesty and truth-telling and 
a good life and safety for ali good people.. But if you think we're 
fighting just to be able to go back, exactly, to the way: of living 
we had 10 or 15 years ago, you’re crazy.” | 

“Things can never be the same as they were before the war. 
They should be-a lot better. That’s the big mistake made after 
other wars. Some of them tried to go back.to the old ways of 
life in France after the French revolution. But they couldn’t. 

“And’ we all know how silly and impossible all that talk of 
‘normalcy’ was after the first World War. Why, you just can’t go 
back. There’s only one way we can go. That’s forward. That 
is, om gigg we want to pay too big a price for extreme reaction- 
aryism. 

“One good thing. The way of life most of us remember from 
the days before this war was a big economic depression. None of 
us want to go back to that. There’s no ‘normalcy’ temptation there. 
There'll be changes, don’t you doubt it. 

“And if any stuffed shirts come spouting around about ‘nor- 
malcy,’ ‘going back to the good old days,’ watch out for them. 
They're up to no good. Probably selfish guys out on the make 
once again.”

Robots 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—The 
word robot which we have applied 
to that German flying bomb is not 
pronounced roe-bot, as so many of 
us think. Nor roe-boe as though 
it might be French, but rubbut, It 
was introduced to this country in 
the early 1920s by the Theater 
Guild in a play presented at the 
Old Garrick, which has since 
burned down, called R. U, R. 
meaning Rossum’s Universal Ro- 
bots. 

The author was Kdrel Capek, 
pronounced Chapek, of Prague, 
who later surpassed R. U. R. with 
another called, variously, The 
World We Live In and the insect 
play, in which the whole disgust- 
ing human race, reduced to the 
scale of insects, went to war be- 
cause the red ants and the black 
ants got into a dispute over the 
pathway between two blades of 
grass. 

Capek, being himself a Czech, 
or anyway a citizen of Czechoslo- 


| vakia, lived right in that very 


pathway but when I suggested 
this to him, during a call at his 
office, in. a newspaper shop in 
Prague in the winter of 1936, he 
patronized my alarms in a lofty 
way. I believe he _ figured that 
Russia and France would prevent 
the Nazis from overrunning his 
country. Anyway, it was his good 
luck to die of natural causes be- 
fore it happened. 

R. U. R. was a little scant on 
logic but so noisy and exciting 
that it took a few days for our 
intelligentsia to get over their 
shudders and detect the little 
flaws. 


The Plot 


Miss Theresa Helburn, the -ad- 
ministrative director of the Guild, 
has filled me in with some off- 
hand recollections of the story 
and with her own stab at the mor- 
al which Capek was trying to 
make. The scene was an island 
where the Rossom Co, was manu- 
facturing a soulless, sub-human, 
flesh-and-blood creature roughly 
in the form of man, and generally 
very dumb, docile and durable, to 
take over the laborious tasks of 
the human race.

That seems inconsistent to me, 
however, if I am correct in my be- 
lief that Capek was, if not.a Com- 
munist, then anyway a_e great 
friend of their philosophy which 
constantly promises a world of 
longer and longer’ vacations, 
shorter working hours and in- 
creasing luxury. The _ ultimate 
goal would be a life of effortless 
ease never interrupted by toil. 
And here, if Miss Helburn is 
right, Capek was warning the hu- 


“|man race that man would degen- 


erate and destroy himself if he 
quit work. 

The robots were a great suc- 
cess.

- Record Shows South Is Far From Reactionary 


Some liberals, in and out of the 


the country are vocal with criti- 
cism of southern reactionaries, and 
seem to believe that a reactionary 
south of the Potomac is worse 
than one in Kansas or Pennsy.l- 
vania. There are too many reac- 
tionaries in congress, and a few 
of the worst wear the Democratic 


label, but as to the worst legisla-' 


tion nearly all the Republicans 
were its champions, while it could 
not have been enacted if it had 
not secured the leaderghip of most 
Republicans. Woodrow Wilson 
truly said that a minority of the 
Democrats opposed. progressive 
policies, whereas only few Repub- 
icans were liberal. 

Let us take a look at the legis- 
lation since 1932 that lifted agri- 
culture out of the depths, gav 
health to banks then “busting,” 
secured employment at fair com, 
pensation for labor, with the right 
of collective bargaining, started 
the smoke coming out of factory 
chimneys, ended the wholesale 
stock watering ‘of utilities, built 
TVA, Coulee dam and other great 
advances and other reforms. To 
which party are the people in- 
debted for ending the Hoover de- 
pression and bringing about Roose- 
velt prosperity? But for the sup- 
port of southern Democrats, some 
of them partly reactionary, none 
of these New Deal advances could 
have passed congress. The Re- 
publicans, vocal in criticizing reac- 
tionary southern Democrats, op- 


posed nearly every liberal meas- 
ure that lifted the country out 
of the depression.

ON THE WESTERN FRONT.—(By Wireless)—When you're wandering around our 


very far-flung front lines—the 


lines that in our present rapid war are known as “fluid”— 


you can always tell how recently the battle has swept on ahead of you. 
You can sense it from the little things even more than the big things. 


From. the scattered green leaves 
and the fresh branches of trees 
still lying in the middle of the 
road. 

From the wisps and coils of 
telephone wire, hanging brokenly 
from high poles and entwining 
across the roads. 

From the gray, burned-powder 
rims of the shell craters in the 
gravel roads, their edges not yet 
smoothed by the pounding of mil- 
itary traffic. 


From the little pools of blood | - 


on the roadside, blood that has 
only begun: to congeal and turn 
black, and the punctured steel hel- 
mets lying nearby. 

From the square blocks of 
building stone still scattered in 
the village streets, and from the 
sharp-edged rocks in the roads, 
still uncrushed by traffic. 

From the burned-out tanks and 
broken carts still inremoved from 


fields, lying grotesquely with their 
feet to the sky, so newly dead 
they have not begun to bloat or 
smell. 

From the scattered heaps of per- 
sonal debris around a gun. I don’t 
knoW why it is, but the Germans 
always seem to take off their coats 
before they flee or die. 

From all these things you can 
tell that the battle has been re- 
cent—from these and from the 
men dead so recently that they 


seem to be merely asleep.

times leaves a complete vacuum | 
behind it. 
FINALLY GIVE UP 

The Germans will stand up and 
fight it out until they see there 
is no hope. Then some give up, 
and the rest pull and run for 
miles. Shooting stops. Our fight- 
ers move on after the enemy, and 
those who do not fight, but move 
in the wake of the battles, will 
not catch up for hours. 

There is nothing left behind but 
the remains—the lifeless debris, 
the sunshine and the flowers, and 
utter silence. 

An amateur who wanders in 
this vacuum at the rear of a bat- 
tle has a terrible sense of loneli- 
ness. Everything is dead—the 
men, the machines, the animals— 
and you alone are left alive. 

One afternoon we drove in our 
jeep into a country like that. The 
rural villages of gray stone were 
demolished — heartbreaking: heaps 
of still smoking rubble. 


We drove into the tiny town of 
La Detinais, a sweet old stone vil- 
lage at the “T” of two gravel 
roads, a rural village in rolling 
country, a village of not more 
than 50 buildings. 
a whole building left. 


Rubble and broken wires still 
littered the streets. Blackish gray- 
stone walls with no roofs still 
smoldered inside.” Dead men still 
lay in the street, helmets and 
broken rifles askew around them. 
There was not a soul nor a sound 
in town: the village was lifeless. 

We stopped and pondered our 
way, and with trepidation we 
drove on out of town. We drove 
for a quarter of a mile or so. The 
ditches were full of dead men. 


There was not 


We drove around one without a 
head or arms or legs. We stared, 
and couldn’t say anything about 
it to each other. We asked the 
driver to go very slowly, for there 
was an uncertainty in all the 
silence. There was no live hu- 
man, no sign of movement any- 
where. 

Seeing no one, hearing nothing, 
I became fearful of going on into 
the unknown. So we stopped. 
Just a few feet ahead of us was 
a brick-red American tank, still 
smoking, and with its turret 
knocked off.
